Omaha, Neb., Jan. 3.—(Special.]—Johnny 
Jackson, the “ midget”’ engineer of the 
Northwestern railroad system, did it. He 
pulled his train into the transfer at Council 
Bluffs at 7:57 this morning, just eighteen 
minutes ahead. of schedule time, and this 
gain was all made in the run over the last 
division, for Superintendent R. H. Aishton 
was stubborn against exceeding the scuedule 
until the train struck’the homestretch. 
- At last Johnny, the one-handed midget, 
was given the signal. He is known as an 
air splitter and, like his fat confrére, *‘ Peg- 
leg *’ Willie Reed, who dropped the run when

1 minute and 20 seconds, which would be two 
miles a minute, beating the world’s record 
of a mile in 32 seconds, accomplished by the 
Empire State express. But Superintendent 
Aishton refused to admit it, saying a mile 
in 37 seconds was the best time made. 
_ No. 9°was to have been at Council Bluffs 
at 8:15 a. m. Its arrival eighteen minutes 
before was, of course, a matter of congratu- 
lation to:the officials of the road, though in 
reality no effort had been made to “ hurry 
up ” things in the first 400 miles. 

The most significant thing about the trip 
was the ease in which the fast r nning Was 
accomplished.

JAMES DUNCAN LOSES 
"$11,000 IN CASH ANB. 
CHECKS IN.A CROWD. 


Thinks He Was Robbed by a Gang of 
Twelve Pickpockets at Entrance to 
a Stock-Yards Bank—Victim Tells of 


James Duncan, cashier and confidential 
man for the Stock-Yards commission firm of 
Ingwersen Bros, & Smith, thinks he was the 
victim of a gang of twelve pickpockets yes- 
terday morning, who enriched themselves by 
$11,088 at his expense. 

As he was leaving the National Live Stock 
Bank with $10,798 in checks and $290 in cur~ 
rency in his pocket he encountered a dozen 
men in the vestibule. They were all | 
strangers to him, though he has been em- 
ployed at. the Stock-Yards for twenty-seven 
years. Several of the men jostled against 
himvas if trying to get out, while others 
shoved by him, apparently eager’to enter the 

Payment on the checks was stopped. 

Duncan returned to the office of the com- 
pany ati1l o'clock, after having spent a quar- 
ter of an hour at various other offices and in 
the National Live Stock Bank, and discov- 
ered that the checks and money, which he 
had placed in his inside coat pocket before 
leaving the bank, were missing. Duncan 
then remembered being jostled in the vesti- 
bule of the bank by the strangers, and was 
convinced that if he was robbed it was then. 
The police of the Stock-Yards Station were 
notified and detectives were put on the case. 

“There is a possibility that I lost the 
checks and money from my pocket, but it 
seems hardly probable,” he said. ‘‘ From 
our office to the bank is but a few steps. 
On the. way I stopped in the office of the 
Chicago Pork Packing company, where I got 
a check known in the Stock-Yards as a ‘ pig 
ticket,’ for $441. From there I went to the 
office of Dodd & Keefer, where I collected 
a check for $9,117, likewise on the Exchange 
Bank. The number of the big check was 
93,336. Then I went tothe bank. After re- 
ceiving the money on the $300 check I took 
$10 of the amount and placed it in my trous- 
er’s pocket. It is there yet. 

‘When I went back to my desk I felt for 
the checks and bills and they were gone. | 
‘Then I remembered, as I was leaving the 
bank there were nearly a dozen men jostling 
each other ih getting tn and out of the door. 
Six or more of the men were in front of me 
and I guess as many more were pushing from 
behind. I told one of them that if he wanted 
to get into the bank he had better go in 
straight. He was.a slender, smooth-faced 
man, and wore an overcoat, and I think he 
got the money.” ;
